The General Afociation, at their ſeſſion in June 1794, ap- 
pointed the ſame number of miſſionaries to the New-Settle- 
ments, as they did the preceding year, viz. the eight following 
gentlemen : The Rev. Me]. Jeremiah Day, Theodore Hinſdale, 
Cyprian Strong, Aaron Kinne, Moſes Cook Welch, William 


Lyman, Azel Backus and Aſahel Hooker. The ſame Committee 


which had been appointed the preceding year, viz. The Rev. 
Meg. Ezra Stiles, Nathan Williams, Benjamin Trumbull, Tho- 
mas Wells Bray and Jonathan Edwards, were again N e | 
to ſuperintend the miſſions, to ſupply the places of thoſe. who 
might fail of fulfilling the miſſions to which they were appoint- 
ed, and to publiſh an account of the receipts and expenditures of 
the money contributed, and a narrative of the miſſions. The 
term of four months was fixed to the miſſion, and each miſſion- 
ary was allowed four dollars a week for the ſupply of his pul- 
oh during his abſence, and five'dollars a week for his ſervices 
the New-Settlements, his horſe hire, expences, &c, This is 
more by half a dollar, than the General Aſſociation allowed the 


preceding year; but they thought this alteration not unreaſon- 


able, conſidering the advanced prices which the principal com- 
modit ies of life 1 in the year 1794, beyond what they bore 
in the year 1793.

The forementioned are all the ſums which the Committee 
has as yet diſburſed. If all the ten gentlemen appointed to 
the miſſion the Jaſt year, and who have not declined it, ſhall 
perform their reſpective tours, the pay for their ſervices and 
the ſupply of their pulpits, together with ſome balances due to 
miſſionaries appointed the preceding year, which have not yet 


been paid, merely on account of accidental circumſtances, it is 


computed that rhe balance which will then remain ju the hands 
of the Committee, will be between thirty and forty pounds. 
We doubt not, that within a reaſanable time the whole ſer- 


vice, to which the contributions are competent, will be render- 


ed ; and, we hope, in a manner ſatisfactory to the public in ge- 
neral, and to thoſe who have contributed the money in parti- 
cular. In the mean time, the Committee pledge themſelves to 


give full information, at proper intervals, of the application of 


the money. | 
Having made this ſtatement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the monies contributed by the good people of this (tate for 
the ſupport of the miſhonaries employed in the new ſettlements, 
we proceed to preſent the public with a ſketch of the ſervices 
rendered in confequence of theſe charitable contributions. 
After finiſhing our account of the good effects of the contri- 
bution, in the narrative of the laſt year, we. expreſſed our ex- 
pectations that ſtill further good would be effected by it, and 
gave notice that Meſſieurs Robbins and Starr were then out 
upon their miſſions. 85 | 
On Monday, February 1oth, 1794, Meſſieurs Robbins and 


Starr ſet out on their miſſion into the northern ſettlements in 


the ſtates of New-York and Vermont. On Saturday they 
reached the field of their labours, and preached on the Sabbath, 
one at Pooltney, and the other at Caſtleton. They proceeded 
on and preached at Hubberton, Sudbury, Whiting and Shore- 


ham. Thence, at the deſire of the committee of the ſociety, 


they went to Bridport, and attended the inſtallation of Mr, 


.

Graves. They then proceeded forward, preaching and giving 
words of exhortation at Addiſon, Panton, Monckton, Ferit- 
burgh and the towns on the Lake until they came to Milton. 
From Milton, they proceeded of the Lake to Grand Iſle, where 
they preached. on the Sabbath. Mr. Starr croſſed the Lake to 
Plattſburgh in the ſtate of New-York, a ſettlement in Cumber- 
land- Bay on the weſt fide of Lake Champlaln. After preach-” 
ing ſeveral times in this ſettlement, he recrofſed the Lake and 
went on to St. Albans within about twelve miles of Canada 
line. Mr, Robbins leaving Grand Iſle had by this time proſe- 
cuted his journey as far as the ſame place. They had now been 
more than four weeks from home, found the now to be ſo deep 


and the roads ſo filled, that they judged it not expedient to pe- 


netrate any further into thoſe northern regions. They-there- 


fore determined to return, and taking a different route from 


that in which they went out, they vilited and preached at Fair- 
fax, Weltford, Eſſex, the Eaſt and Weſt pariſlies in Williſton, 
attended a council at Feriſburgh, preached at Monckton, New- 
Haven and New- Haven Gore. Then, upon the ſolicitation o 
the people at Weybridge, they rode back ſix. miles and preach- 
ed a lecture, and attempted to form a church in that town, but 
upon trial, found that it was not adviſable” as circumſtances 
then were. Agreeably to a previous appointment, they made 
a viſit at Shoreham, where they ſpent nearly two days in 
preaching, adviſing and aſſiſting the people in forming the 
church, in that town, de novo. This was anjjcably effected and 
a number of new members were added. 1 VV 
They proceeded to Skeenſborough with a view to the forma- 
tion of a churchthere, bur finding that the ec ple were not ripe 
for it, they pafled on and preached at Poultney. Mr. Robbins 
came on to Wells, and Mr. Starr ro Middletown, where they. 
ſpent the Tabbath. They ſpent feven ſabbaths in the new ſer- 
tlements. Mr. Starr preached thirty times, beſides particular 
addreſſes and exhortations which he made to the people. Mr. 
Robbins probably preached about the ſame number of ns. 
They obſerve, “ That the congregations was enerally very 
«« artentive and many appeared to hear wir! gladnets That 
« jn almoſt every town they found a number of ſerious religi- 
«« ous people to whom the preaching of the goſpel was like 
« cold waters to a thirſty ſoul, or good news from a far coun- 
try.“ They ſay, „In all places we were kindly receiyed 
and entertained ; and the people univerſally exprefſed great 
„ thankfuIneſs to the people of Connecticut for ſo liberally con- 


{ermons. 


tribut ing for the ſupport of miſſionaries among them.“ 


Mr. Mills and Mr. Wooſter having ſpent but two months, in 
their tour into the northern ſettlements above Newbury, as re- 
lated in the narrative of the laſt year, the committee deſired 
them to ſpend the other two months in the yacant ſettlements 
weſt of Hudſon's river. g 

They began their journey the 21ſt of May 4794, and. on the 
234 arrived at Freehold, a large tract of country in which there 


— 


* 
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are different ſettlements which they viſited, and preached at 


Eſquire Platt's, at Acre, and at deacon Jewel's. In this Jait 
ſettlement, Mr. Wooſter ſpent the Sabbath, while Mr. Mills 
preached at New Durham. They met and purſued their rovie 
on the road to Harpersfield preaching, as they paſſed on, at 
Dice's manor, Schpharrykill and Newfoundland. After viſit- 
ing Harpersfield and ſpending two days there, inſtead of purſu- 
ing a direct courſe to the Suſquehannah, they made a circuitous 
route with a view of preaching at ſettlements which had not 
been viſited by other miſſionaries. Turning off a north eaſter- 
ly courſe they pregched at a ſettlement on Schoharryſkill, con- 
ſiderably north of the place where they had paſſed it before. 
They preached at, Brakabeer, a Dutch ſettlement on the eaſt 
fide of the river. Paſling through Schoharry and Cobuſkill, 
Mr. Mills went on and kept Sabbath at Turlough, and Mr. 
Wooſter proceeded ro Dnanefborough, and kept ſabbath. In 
the evening he preached at a ſettlement three miles welt. Mr. 
Mills preached at New-Boſton and at another ſettlement in the 
vicinity of Turlough. Then taking diſfterent routes, or one 
ſometimes preceding the other, they preachedin Cherry - Valley, 
Newton, Martin, Cooperſtown, Piertown, Oak's-Creek,  Fly- 
Creek, Otlego-Creeck, Moſes: Valley, Tunnicliff's plantation, 
Burlington and Wharton's Creek. Then proceeding down a- 
bout ten miles, they croſſed the Unadilla, and pafling the Old 
Indian fields, they preached at Norwich and Oxford on the Weſt 
fide of the river. Then they turned weſt to Colonel Hovey's 
ſettlement on the Chenango river, and preached in ſeveral ſet- 
tlements on that river and at Captain Jones's. Thence Mr. 
Mills went to Chenango and Choconut, while, Mr. Wooſter vi- 
fited Colonel Patterſon's plautation. © eee, 
ud ging it now time to return they rode round by theGreat Bend 
with a view to perform fome important fervices in that quarter, 
and thence paſſed on to Onohoquage. Then taking different 


routes, Mr. Mills returned through Clinton, Unadilla, Hamden - 


on the Ouleout, (now called Franklin) through Ogden's ſettle- 
ment, Cartwright, New-Stamford, Schoharrykill, Acre, and 
Catſkill, preaching, and adviſing the people as; opportunities 
profintel. Mr. Wooſter took the road to Delaware, viſited 
and preached at the Cook-houſe, Shahaucom, Dickinſon's ſettle- 
ment or New-Milton, Pleaſant-Valley, Walton, Little Dela- 
ware, Frifbie's ſettlement, and different parts of New-Durham. 
Thence he came on and joined Mr. Mills at the Catfkill. 

They were on the vacant ground fifty-four days, and preach- 
ed one hundred and ſeven times. Mr. Mills adminiſtred the 
ſacrament of the Lord's ſupper at Hamden and baptized chil- 
dren in all places where they were preſented. | 

They fay, „We catechiſed and inſtructed the children re- 
ce peatedly, as opportunity offered, both on the Sabbath and ar 
& other ſeaſons.—Attended religious conferences, viſited and 
& prayed with the ſick, in different places. —Converled, with 
« people under foul trouble and concern, and others enjoying 
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the peace of Chriſt, We draughted the conſeſſion of the 
« chriltian faith and covenant ; drew up church articles, at- 
« tended unhappy difficulties and adviſed, as we were able, 
«© wherever requeſted. Tlie happy effects of the meaſures 
« which have been adopted and purſued by the ſtate, are alrea- 
«dy viſible and gratefully acknowledged.” N 

Mr. Smith who had performed but half his miſſion, as related 
in the laſt year's Narrative, was deſired to finiſh the other part 
of it in the vacant ſettlements welt of Hudſon's river, making 
his tour from Catſkill to Walton on the Delaware. He ſet out 
on this part of his miſſion on the ſecond of June 1794, and on the 
fifth arrived at the Catſkill, was received with great gratitude, 
and the people flocked together both on the ſabbath and on o- 
ther days to hear him, and appeared to hear with ſolemnity 
and eagerneſs. But the roads were bad, and the accommoda- 
tions and labours ſuch as were not ſuited to his years, and by 
the time he had been about a week on ſervice, and preached 
four or five times, he became ſo unwell, that, when a large aſ- 
ſembly was collected to hear the word, he was not able to 
ſpeak to them, but was obliged to be conveyed back where he 
could obtain accommodations better adapted to his circum- 
ſtances. He has ſince declined the miſſion, judging the farigues 
_ hatdſhips of it too great for his (tate of health and time of 

ife. 

The liberal contributions the laſt year gave the General Aſſo- 
ciation and their committee encouragement to adopt the molt 
effectual meaſures for ſupplying the vacant ſettlements with 
preaching and the adminiſtration of the ſacraments, as occaſion 
might preſent... The committee of the General Aſſociation met 
immediately after the miſſionaries were appointed by the aſſo- 
ciation, and took the molt effectual meaſures to ſend them on to 
the vacant grounds, as ſoon as poſſible, but we found great im- 
pediments in our way, Several who were appointed declined 
the miſſions on their own account, others, who would have un- 
dertaken were prevented by the unwillingneſs of their people, 
that they ſhould leave them for ſuch a term of time as was ne- 
ceflary to accompliſh the miſſion. So many on the whole de- 
clined the miſſion, and ſo much time was conſumed by others in 
ſettling matters with their people, and in preparing for ſuch a 
tour thar it was nearly ſix weeks before any of the miſſionaries 
entered the field of labours. | 

On the 18th of Auguſt Mr. Hooker ſet out for the vacant ſet- 
tlements on the weſt fide of the mountain in the ſtate of Ver- 
mont. fle reached Weſt- Haven on Saturday, and preached on 
the Sabbath both at Welt and Fair- Haven. He then proceed- 
ed on his journey and preached at Hubberton, Sudbury, Shore- 
ham, Cornwall, Addilon, Weybridge, Middlebury falls, New- 
Haven, Feriſburgh, Burlington, Milton, Georgia, St. Alban's, 
Fairfield, Fairfax and New-Huntington, Then returning he 
preached at Starkſhorough, Monckton, Briſtol, Saliſbury, Lieſ- 
ter, Caſtleron and Poultnzvy.

Sabbath the people who had notice, pretty uniyerſally attended 
and the aſſemblies were Let numerous; and, © that 
the hearers, were, in nearly eyery inſtance exceedingly atten- 
« tive and apparently ſerious; of whom many exprefled their 
« great ſatisfaction at nen an opportunity of hearing the 
« word, Theſe in many inſtances ſignified their ſenſe of obli- 
«« gation to the miniſters and people of Connecticut, for the 
« kind notice received from them, in their deſtitute circumſtan- 
* ces, in reſpect to the means of religious inſtruction. I wet 
© a very grateful reception in moſt places, and the contrary in

Aug. 18th. On the ſame day that Mr. Hooker began his 
tour into the northern ſettlements, Mr. Kinne entered on his 
to the weſtern towns and ſettlements in the ſtate of New-York. 
Having proceeded as far as Catſkil} on the 23d, he viſited a 
| young man, in his laſt agonies, and prayed with him and the 

diſtreſſed family. On the 24th, which was the Lord's- day, he 
preached in that place, and after the public exerciſes were 
concluded attended the funeral of the deceaſed young man. 
Then proceeding on his journey he preached at New-Durham, 
Franklin, and Onahoquage, where he kept Sabbath, and ob- 
ſerves, © theſe were very attentive and affectionate meetings.“ 
Thence he rode to General Patterſon's plantation and preach- 
ed ; went on to Cayuga lake, viſiting Ulyſſes, Salmon-Creek, 
Scipio, and Geneva, preaching as qpportunity preſented to the 
ſettlements on the ak He then viſited Old-caſtle ſettlement, 
Swiftſtown, Boughtontown, Stoneſtown, Gerundecut-falls, and 
as far weſt as Geneſee river, He adminiſtred the Lord's ſupper 
at Swiftſtown, catechiſed the children as well as preached at 
Whiteſtown on Mud Creek. At Genelee river he was 400 and 
fifty miles from his family. From the river he returned to O- 
range, or Stoneſtown,viſited Balltown, rode on to the Gore and 
preached repeatedly, and then rode tc Curtiſtown, Cana- 
wagas, Bigtree, Williamſburgh, Watkinſtown, preaching 38 
he had opportunity. He then viſited Potterſtown, Canandar- 
qua, & Aurora; reviſited Whiteltown and Swiftſtown, preach- 
ing in each of them. Then he went and preached in the low- 
eſt ſettlement in the Purchaſe, where he took leave of a number 


of friends, who, like thoſe of St. Paul, ſorrowed expecting to 


ee his face no more. He preached ar Flint-Creek and in the 
ſettlement between the Creek and Old- Caſtle, rode on to Ge- 
neva, drew up articles for the formation of a church & preach- 
ed on the Sabbath to the inhabitants. He then viſited an 
preached at Number-nine, at Potterſtown and the Friend's fer- 


as could be expected; that on the 
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tlement. He had now gone through the ſettlements on the 
Purchale, and obſerves, that the ſtare of theſe ſettlements is 
ſimilar to what it was the laſt year, the fears of an Indian war, 
probably having put a check upon their population. 
Thence he made his tour to the head-landing of Senaca-lake, 
and preached at Katharineſtown, Ovid, Appletown, Ulyfles & 
Salmon Creek, at a ſettlement half way between Salmon Creek 
and the Lake, and at various ſettlements on the Lake. Preach- 


eld at Scipio and a ſettlement on its confines, at Poplar-Ridge 


and Aurelins, at the Salt-Works and Manlius, where he attend- 
ed a funeral. Theſe ſettlements are in the military grants, 
and have greatly increaſed ſince the laſt year. It is computed 
that there are a hundred and fifty families in each of the towns 
of Milton and Scipio, and nearly two hundred in the towns of 
Pompey and Manlius. The Salt-Works is a growing ſettle- 
ment and there are nearly thirty families in the Reſervation. 
The county in which theſe townſhips are included is called 
Onondago. There are ſettlements forming in all the towns 
in the county. 6 98 

After preaching in Road-townſhip and a few other ſettle- 
ments, he came on to the Governour's purchaſe, preaching where 
he had an opportunity as he came through the ſettlements on 
that tract, Thence he came on to the Unadilla and kept Sab- 
bath on the zoth of November, and preached afterwards at 
ſeveral ſertlements up and down the river and came onto New- 
Hartford. Having tiniſhed his viſitation of the ſettlements to 
which he was ſent, he began his journey for New-England. He 

reached one Sabbath at Cahnawaga which was made vacant by 

the death of Mr. Romaine a few weeks before, and another ar 
Windſted on his return, by which he ſupplied the deſtitute peo- 
ple at Colebrook. | | 

According to his journal, he rode a thouſand three hundred 
and twenty miles, and preached between eighty and ninety 
times beſides adminiſtering ſacraments and performing many 
other miniſteria] ſervices. He, in numerous inſtances, notices 
the attentive and affegtionate manner in which the people heard 
the word, and the large aulemblies which crowded about him: 
tor that purpoſe. There are none of the yacant ſettlements 
which have paid a more zealous and ſerious attention to the 
miſſionaries and in which there is a more viſible and happy 
effect of their labours than in the towns welt of the Hudſon. 

Mr. Kinne obſerves on the miſſion, © Were I to give a ſum- 
mary of the whole, as a conciſe account of another perſon, “ 
* ſhould ſay, that on coming to thoſe ſettlements which he vi- 
* lited the laſt year, it ſeemed to be with the inhabitants, as it 
* was once with the Jews, a day of gladneſs and a good day, 
That he renewed acquaintance with many dear friends, who, 
with open arms embraced him, and whole cxpreſtions made 
laſting impreſſions on his heart. If at one time he was affect- 
ed by the countenance of a friend, who in mournju] accents 
addreiied him, O, fir, I am glad to fee you, jor we have rot 
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had a ſermon ſince you were with us the laſt year, at another 


_ © he was equally affected by rhe grateful acknowledgements of 
© another, who in expreſſions of overflowing gratitude and 
with the trickling tear, thanked heaven for its goodneſs, 
Connecticut for their Chriſtian liberality, and him for his 
labour of love.— That though in ſome places there was an 
uncomfortable indifference, yet in general there appeared a 
plealing engagedneſs and attention.—That in one place by 
exhibiting the realities of eternity, there vipcared in the 
auditory a fixed attention and folemnity, in another by dit- 
playing the allſufficiency and glory of the REDEEMER, thoſe 
preſent ſeemed prepared to ſay, Ir is good for us to be here. 
Indeed, he repreſents, That, if while at one time, he was ex- 
bibiting the guilt of ſinners and warning them of their dan- 
ger, they ſeemed, by their diſtreſs and tears, to be crying our, 

ow ſhall we eſcape the wrath to come, at another, 
while contemplating the bleſſedneſs of the dead who die in 
the Lord, and the purity and bliſs of the world above, the 
children of Zion rejoicing in their King, ſeemed, almoſt like 
Paul, to be caught up into heaven.” 
He has this general obſervation, “ That the plan through all 
the ſettlements was approved and commended, and attended 
with anſwerable expreſſions of gratitude to the good people 
of Connecticut for their benevolent exertions in favour of the 
deſtitute ſettlements.” | | 
Aug. 18, 1794. Upon the very day in which our two laſt 
mentioned brethren began their tours, Mr. Williſton began his 
into the vacant ſettlements in Vermont and Newhampfhire, in 
the tract North of Newbury. He preached the firſt Sabbath a: 
Putney, and then proceeded on his journey to the northward, 
vinting the towns on both ſides of the river nearly up to the Ca- 
nada line. As he went forward, he preached at Strafford, 
Chelſea, Orange, Middleſex, Williſton, Cambridge, Johnſon, 
Wolcott, Greenborough, Peacham, Rygate, Johnſoury, Little- 
ton, Concord, Waſhington, Barre, Berlin, Waterbury, Under- 
hill, Fairfax, Hideſpark, Craftſbury, Cabot, Groton, Barnet, 
Lindon, Littleton, Lunenburg, Guildhall, Stratford, Cockburn, 
Stewart, Northumberland, Lemington, Colebrook, and Nor- 
folk. On his return he preached at Stewart, Cockburn, Strat- 
ford, Northumberland, Maidſtane, Granby, Concord, Littleton, 
Bath, Colebraok, Lemington, Brunſwick, Percy, Guildhall, 
Lunenburgh, Littleton, Lyman, and Langdon. In ſome rowns 
he preached twice, in others, four, five and fix times. In Bath 
he preached ſeven times. | 55 

He took all poſſible pains to inform himſelf accurately of 
the ſtate of all the towns through which he paſſed, that he might 
adapt his ſermons aud private inſtructions to the particular 
circumſtances of his hearers. As in too many places public 
worſhip was neglected on the Sabbath, he took unwearied pains 
fo awaken the attention of the people to the vaſt importance of 
5oaltautly maintaining the public worſhip on the Lord's day,

and at other convenient ſeaſons, and to alarm their fears, on 
the account of the numerous dangers which compaſſed them, 
and on every ſide threatened them with the loſs of their deareſt 
intereſt, while they were-as ſheep ſcattered on the mountains 
having no ſhepherd, and neglected the moſt important means 
of their ſalvation, He preſled the good people in one place and 
another to form themſelves into diſtinct churches for the pur- 
poſes of maintaining ſocial worſhip, and the enjoyment of all 
the ordinances of the goſpel among themſfelyes, |, He urged the 
towns, as ſoon as they poſſibly could to take effectual meaſures 
to obtain the great bleſſing of the conſtant preaching of the goſ- 
pel and the adminiſtration of the ordinances among them. He 
exhorted the towns which at preſent were not able ſeparately 
to ſupport a miniſter, to unite where it could be done with con- 
venience, that by their united exertions, they might enjoy the 
ineſtimable bleſſing of the golpel among them conjointly, until 
the towns were able ſeparately to ſupport the public worſhip 
and ordinances.

After, or before the pronouncing of the bleſſing he very ſre- 
quently addreſſed the people, exhorting them in the molt ear- 
neſt manner on theſe ſubjects, ſparing no pains to impreſs on 
their minds a ſenſe of the ineſtimable worth ef the goſpel and 
its holy adminiſtrations. | | | 
He rode about eight hundred and fifty miles, according to his 
eſtimate, preached a hundred and ten times, adminiſtered the 
holy fupper once, admitted nine members to full communion, 
baptized nearly twenty, and in ſame inſtances catechiſed the

He obſerves, © In general I was received with great kindneſs 
« and cordiality. The people ſeemed to hear with much can- 


dor, and with very deep, ſolemn attention. Many ſeemed 


«© much affected with the kindneſs of the miniſters aud churches 
„in Connecticut, in ſending miſhanaries to them. Of theſe 
c ſome expreſſed very exalted apprehentions of the great good- 
«neſs of Gop in diſpoſing their hearts ro feel for them in their 
«« deſtitute ſtate, and to fend the glorious goſpel] to them.“ | 

Mr. Day, Sept. iſt, 1794. On the iſt of September Mr. Day 
began his tour tothe ſettlements on the Chenango, Unadilla 
and Suſquehannah rivers, He croſſed the Hudſon at the Catti- 
kill, where he preached to a large aſſembly. Thence be pur- 
ſued his way 'throngh New-Durham, and al] the ſettlements in 


that direction to the Ouleont, preaching to the people in them 


reſpectively, as he paſſed on to that ſettlement. From the On- 


leout, e. the Suſquehannah, he made an excurſion to the 


weſtward, and preached to a number of new ſettlements on the 


eaſtern branches of the Chenango and Unadilla rivers, Then 
he returned to the Suſquehannah, and traced the various wind- 
ings of that river down to Wyoming, which-as the river runs is 
about two hundred miles, He vilited and preached at all the 
ſettlements in that extenſive tract, excepting thoſe which had 
been made by the French. 1

From Wyoming he paſſed to the Delaware, preaching at eve · 


ry place, where any conſiderable number of inhabitants could 
be collected. 00 : . ny 

He was out on his miſſion nearly nine weeks, travelled about 
{ix hundred miles and preached more than fifty times. The 
people, though of various denominations, united in attending 
his miniſtry, and gave good att ent ion to the word. 1 

He ſays, „Did the people of various ſects enjoy ſettled, or- 
« thodox miniſters; Who were friendly to experimental relj- 


« gion, I believe, they would generally be ſatisfied with their. 


% adminiſtrations and prefer them to thoſe which they now en- 
« joy.” He repreſents, that the people approved the ven 
ſending, miſſionaries, and conſidered it as benevolent and uſeful. 

Mr. Higgins began his journey for the vacant ſettlements a- 
bove Newbury, on the 29th of September, he proceeded as far 
as Cheſter, the Sabbath after he went from home, and kept Sab- 
bath in that town.  Thence he proſecuted his journey to Bar- 
net, Littleton,Concord, St. Johnſbury, Wheelock, Cabot, Green- 


borough, Peacham and Ryegate, preaching once, twice, three, 


or four times, as the people appeared diſpoſed to hear. Several 
of theſe towns he reviſited after he had preached at other 
places in the vicinity. In Barnet, Littleron, Concord and 
Peacham, the people gave ipecial attention to the word, At 


2 there was ſtill greater attention, and numbers 


appeared under ſe rious impreſſions. From Ryegate he reviſited 
Barnet and 'preached ; thence croſing the river into New- 


_ Hampſhire, he preached at Bath, and at Lyman, the people were 


ſo ready to aſſemble and eager to hear, he preached. five times. 


At Litrleron, which he reviſited, he preached three times: and 


proceed on to the upper Cohoſs. From thence he recrofled the 
river into Vermont and preached at Lunenburg and Guildhall. 
He then returned, and paſſing the river preached at Stratford 


and purſued his courſe up to the Manandnick country, or ſetile - 


ments on Canada ine, preaching as he had oppor unity. On 
his return be preached at Stewart, Colbarn, Cockburn, Stratford 
and Northumberland, on the eaſt fide of the river. On the wet 
ſide of the river, he preached at Lemington, Brunſwick, Maid- 
ſtone, Guildhall and Littleton. From this rown he progeeded 


weſtward and preached at St. Johnſbary, Lyndon, Sheffield, 


Wheelock, Cabot, Greenborough, Crattibary, Wolcott, Hydeſ- 
park, Johnſton and Cambridge. In Cambridge he. preach- 
ed eight times. To this people the goſpel and its ordinances 


are peculiarly precious, From this rown he proſecuted his way 


to Fletcher, Fairfax, Georgia, Eſſex, Williſton and Shelburn.— 
In all theſe towns he preached more or leſs. In Williſton he 
preached five times. This town has a zeal for the goſpel. His 
rerm of preaching in theſe ſettlements was now drawing, to a 
cloſe, he therefore purſued his route up lake Champlain ſor New- 
Ungland. He made a ſhort ſtop at Hubberton, and preached 
{ix times in different parts of the town. Beſides he preached 


at Caſtleton, ſupplied Dorſet by exchange, and kept his laſt Sab- 
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bath at Berlin. He returned the 28th of January, after an ab- 
ſence of ſeventeen weeks and an half. In this laborious tour 
he rode almolt thirteen hundred miles, preached one. hundred 
and ten times, adminxtred baptiſm to numbers of children, vi- 
lited the ſick and dying, and attended ſeveral funerals, all which 
came in his way. - a | 

He obſerves, Beſides the letters of thanks which I brought 
for the General Aſſociation, expreſſing the gon of the 
inhabitants in ſome places, to the clergy and good people of 
Connecticut, I had tokens of thankfulneſs from the inhabitants 
in general in the country through which J paſſed, and many 
particular verbal acknowledgments of the privilege they en- 
joy and a deſire to be intereſted in our future exertions of the 
{fame kind. Together with the attention which ought to be 
paid in future by miſſionaries to the places in general which 
1 viſited, I conceive ſome ſpecial attention is due to the towns 
of Lunenburg, Littleton, Cabot, Greenſborough, Craftſbury, 
Cambridge, Fairfax, Georgia and Williſton. The regard 
which was ſhown to the goſpel in theſe rowns and other pecu- 
lar circumſtances entitle' them to particular attention. |] 
was able to realize the good effects u the miſſion in that quar- 
ter through which l paſſed. J found perſons whote minds were 
affected and whoſe conſeiences were tender. They had not 
forgotten the ſermons and counſels they heard on former oc- 
caſions from Mefirs. Mills and others. I found an increaſing 
regard paid to the Sabbath and other means of grace, in many 
places, which was a further effect of the million.”

Peunſylvania. lu moſt of the vacant towns and ſettlements the 
mifhtonaries have preached, and in ſome, ſundry times, more or 
leſs, according to the engagednels and attention of the people; 
Jacraments have been adminiftred, churches gathered, the ſick 
and dying inſtructed, mourners aſſiſted and comforted, the heart 
of the fatherleſs and the widow hath been made glad, and the 


children of Zion to rejoice in their King, through the charity 


of our good people. Indeed churches have been formed in the 
wilderneſs, walking in the fairh and order of the goſpel, and 
ſacraments adminiſtred where before there were none. The 
exerciſes of charity for a ſew hours, have been a means of jovs 
which will have no end, of hopetully converting ſinners from the 
error of their ways, of ſaving fouls from death and hiding the 
multitude of fins. They have occaſioned much greater atten- 
tion to the Sabbath, and God to be publickly and ſtatedly wor- 
ſhipped on his holy day, where before he was not thus wor- 
ſhipped. The ſolitary place has been made glad, the wilder- 
nel hath been filled with thankſgiving and praiſe to God, and 
with grateful and abundaut acknowledgements to our citizens. 
We tind on the journals of the miſſionaries ſuch atteſtat ions 
as theſe, —< I Had a number of hearers from eight and ten miles 
« diſtance ;—Encouragements of ſucceſs very great ; people ap- 
« peared much affected with the care which had been exerciſed 
cc towards them. The common obſervations among them, 
« were, This appears like religion ! This appears like the be- 
« nevolent ſpirit of the Goſpel | This is truly an imitation ot 
% CaRisT and his apoſtles, ro go about doing good! The Lord 
« reward both you and them for this labour of love.“ Ano- 
ther obſerves, © I found the attention of the people in genera} 
much greater than I expected. They were univerſally kind 
c and hoſpitable. It was often ſaid by them, Nothing is too 
ec much for us to do for them, who are ſo kind as to come and 
« preach the goſpel to us freely. I have the ſatisfaction to be- 
« lieve, that I was the means of ſome good. I doubt not bur 
« everlaſting good to ſome ſouls will be occaſioned by the be- 
« nevolent exertions of Connecticut,” | 
The number of new ſettlements and the calls for labourers in 
the harveſt are conſtantly increaſing. New towns are ſettled 


every year, and ſuch is the increaſe of the inhabitants that in 


ſome towns whoſe ſettlemen: commenced but the laſt year, 
there are now not leſs than 30 or 40 families. Other towns and 
ſettlements have much increaſed in their numbers ; ſo that there 
are many more people without ſtated inſtruction and the admi- 
niſtration of the ordinances at this time than there were eigh- 
reen months or a year ago. 

In the tract of country above Newbury, there are on the eaſt 
fide of the river in New-Hampſhire, ten ſettled towns adjoining 
to the river, containing on an average about thirty-five or for- 
ty families. On the weſt ſide of Connecticut river, in the ſtate 
of Vermont, north of a line drawn from Newbury to the head of 
Onion river, and thence down that river to lake Champlain, 
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there are more than fifty ſettled towns. Theſe on an average, 
according to the centus iu 1791, contained in each about 13% 
fouls. The increaſe from that to the preſent time has been, 
probably ro 200, making on the whole about 10,000 inhabitants, 
In the ten rowns on the New-lHampfhire fide, there is but one 
ſettled miniſter. In Vermout in the tract mentioned, there are 
four only, two congregatioualiſts, one ſeceding miniſter and one 
baptiſt. Beſides theſe, there are many other ſettled towns in 
the ſtate of Vermont, which have no ſettled miniſters. 

In the tract above Albany, between that city, Grand Iſle and 
Plattſburgh in Cumberland Bay, and weſt and north-weſt, be- 
tween that and lake Ontario, according to the beſt information 
we have been able to obtain, there are about forty vacant 
towns or ſettlements, without any ſtated inſtruction or adminiſ- 
tration of the ordinances. | | 

The vacant ſettlements in the tract ſouth of thoſe on the Mo- 
hawk river, between that and the Great Bend and Wyoming, 
in Pennſylvania, and between Hudſon's and Geneſee river, are 
2 numerous; ſo that in all theſe extenſive regions, north and 
welt, we ſuppoſe, there are between two and three hundred va- 
cant towns and ſettlements. ' Such is their ſtate that they 
have as yet but little advantage for ſchooling, and there is ge- 
nerally a great ſcarcity of books, eſpecially of the religious kind. 

Connecticut ſeems to be almoſt the only quarter whence theſe 
new ſettlements can have any conſiderable aſſiſtance. In New- 
Hampſhire there are many vacancies, beſides the towns adjoin- 
ing to the river above Newbury. The Maſſachuſetts has many 
more vacancies than the miniſters and candidates of that ſtate 
are able tolupply. The three eaſtern counties in that ſtate, 


Lincoln, Hancock and Waſhington, are in ſuch a ſtate, with 


reſpe& to religious inſtruction, ſchools and books, as to awak- 
en the commiſeration of all good people. Theſe counties are 
of great extent, yet leſs than four years ſince there were not 
more than ſeven or eight learned and regular miniſters in all 
that country. The ſociety incorporated by that ſtate in 1787, 
for the propagation of the goſpel among the Indians and others, 
in North America, has directed its principal efforts to the re- 
lief and aſſiſtance of the people in theſe counties. The gentle- 


men of the ſociety repreſent their hearts, as bleeding at a view 


of the ſtate of the people in thoſe counties, and they have ear- 
neſtly ſolicited the aid of all their pious and charitable people 
to enable them to diſpenſe ſome effectual relief to their faffer⸗ 
ing brethren. But they have not been able as yet to erect a 
ſingle ſchool, or to ſupport a ſingle miſſionary. The moſt they 
have done annually has been to diſtribute a little more than 
200 bibles and teſtaments, and about the ſame number ot ſpel- 
ling books and primers, among the inhabitants. Ty, 

Tux miniſters of the Preſbyterian churches ſome of them mi- 
niſter to two, and ſome to three congregations, and yet they 
have within the limits of the Preſbyterian churches conſidera- 


bly more than a hundred vacancies. The General Aſſembly in 


various places, in the work o 
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their minutes of laſt year, obſerves that © notwithſtanding the 
pains uſed to train up young men for the work of the miniſtry, 
to rapid is population among us, that our vacancies increaſc 
much falter than our miniſters.” | 

Such has been their zeal that they have ſent out two ot 
three miflionaries annually into the new ſettlements, in one 

uarter and another. The ſynods of Virginia and of the Caro 
linas, have alſo employed ſeveral miſſionaries in their vacancie: 
and new ſettlements ; but it is much more difficult for them 
than for Connecticut, in which there is not a leſs number o.
